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DETAILED ACTION 


Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "the polarization 
direction of the at least one color component surface shape of the screen and the image 
light are manipulated to increase image quality" must be shown or the feature(s) 
canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

2. Applicant is required to submit a proposed drawing correction in reply to this 
Office action. However, formal correction of the noted defect may be deferred until after 
the examiner has considered the proposed drawing correction. Failure to timely submit 
the proposed drawing correction will result in the abandonment of the application. 

Specification 

3. The amendment filed 1 1/24/2003 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132 because it 
introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132 states that no amendment 
shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material 
which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: "the polarization direction 
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of the at least one color component surface shape of the screen and the image light are 
manipulated to increase image guality ". 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claims 1 -38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. The specification failed to disclose "the 
polarization direction of the at least one color component surface shape of the screen 
and the image light are manipulated to increase image guality ". 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claims 1-38 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 
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a. The phrase "at least one color component surface shape of the screen" 
renders claims 1,14 and 27 to be indefinite. The applicant is respectfully 
requested to clarify said phrase. 

b. Claims 2-1 3, 1 5-26 and 28-38 fall with parent claim. 

Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-38 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Conclusion 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Knox (US Patent Number 6,217,174 B1) discloses an image projector using 
slower speed image sources than would be required with one source alternating 
between three colors, and exhibits higher resolution than would be obtained from a 
color-specific image source. 

Tajiri (US Patent Number 6,343,864 B1) teaches a liquid crystal projector 
equipment wherein the modulated and reflected s-polarized light is reflected by dichroic 
prism and projected on the screen together with image lights of green color range and 
blue color range by means of the projection lens. 

Ouchi et al. (US Patent Number 6,626,540 B2) shows an image display device 
comprising two reflecting means and polarizing plate to change the polarization 
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direction of the light and a polarized beam splitter on the optical axis of reflective liquid 
crystal display element.
